happiness depended on what we 
do foi others, and happiness lay in 
that which we could give to others. 
Doing something for others would 
make life brighter. That would be 
success, no mallei- whatever dif- 
ficulties there he. One might be 
like a Spring that ever (lows, bring- 
ing forth ^ood and refreshing water, 
or a stagnant pool causing plants 

lo dry u]) or die in its Immediate 
neighborhood, Gathering happi- 
ness from others and keeping it I" 
one's self, would make life bitter 
for himself, ami in the end be found 
only an empty life, but full of 
despair. Then do for others what 

i must, and usefulness and hap 

pineSS would follow, A rich man 
found nothing in his ease, and was, 

then, not to be envied. The woi b 

of the mind was much harder than 
that of the body. We needed yet 
to have a condition of society in 
which each one must do and aOCOm 

plish something for others, before 

human wellai uld be sustained. 

He said for us, then, to be doing 
Something for others, whether by 
mind or by body, through social 

Intercourse, political duties, or 
home enjoyment, Worl must. 

have its own hours as sloop docs. 
Much would be expected from those 
that hail opportunities to work br- 
others. When one fell Into a pit, 
ethers must help him out of it.

we should make ourselves valuable 
ami useful to others. If we did 
thus, our happiness would be per 

manenjt. Not what was given to 

us, but what we gave lo others 
would measure that happiness of 
ours. 

Mr. Rotherl responded, saying 

I hat it was not within any one's 
ability lo speak with a silver tongue 
and Adding that, while so many 
had listened lo Mr Bryan's speed mm 
elsewhere, I, he deaf assembled hen- 
were so fortunate as to have heard 
a speech here. He, further on, as- 
sured Mr. Bryan that the associa- 
tion would endeavor to know no 
selfishness within its scope of work, 
and its members would make them- 
selves useful and thus be his equals 
as citizens. 

Mr. Stewarl, before leaving the 
meeting, conveyed to the associa- 
tion the greetings of the deaf as- 
sembled last Sunday in the Chapel 
of the Omaha School, and expressed 
a hope that, some day wouhl come 
when there be a missionary for the 
deaf ol Omaha and Lincoln anil 

neighborhood. 

Then Mr. Rotherl took the lloor,

Mr. Rotherl read Mr. Dawes' 
paper on "Industrial Homo for the 

Deaf and the Blind." This associa- 
tion wm recommended as an op- 
portunity to assoolate one with an 

other, and for uuiled effort and 
action. Referring to education of 
ileal' children, the school was held 
to be on the name level with the 
Slate I University, deaf children hav- 
ing the same right to be educated 
by the Stale. Then the need of ,-in 
Industrial Home for the I >eaf and 
the Blind was commented on. Any 
such home would not tie a poor 
house, but a Home where the de- 
pendent might work foi a living 
and support. Other Status had 
such homes, anil these homes often 

were self -supporting, making sal- 
able articles. The Home would 
help the Weaker that had been 
driven to the " wall." It was time, 
now, to start Hie agitation for a 
home. It. might lake time though. 
The Stale had been encouraging, 
by means of piemiums, stock and 
in raising, and mighl in some 
way help the deaf. The Blind now 

had a committee to work up the 

project, and the deaf mighl. 

Mr. Koberstein held that ohange 
of management through polities 

would be harmful to the school's 

progress, thai trades should be 

taught in school under good In- 
structors, and that while much 
good might oome from a Home, we 

uld i.e careful about, start 
one. 



Mr. Hasenslab explained (he 
necessity of facts ot the general 
condition of the deaf on which to 
base and keep up a. petition for 
such a Home, for otherwise the 
Legislature would not feel justified 

in granting the request, and com- 
mented, from general observation, 
upon the favorable progress of the 

school's graduates, and feared that 
a Rome would prove to be more of 
a temptation to some to be less in- 
dependent, 

J. M. O'Brien preferred one's 
own effort in securing work, study- 
ing it, in all its details under some 
friendly Oversight, and performing 
the same on the basis of partner 
ship iii shop, or factory, or office. 

c. E. Oomp argued the difference 

between the State's aid in the mat- 
ter of premiums on stock ami grain 
raising, and in the aid through 
an Industrial Home. He thought 
thai the blind might need such 
assistance, while the deaf could and 
ought to work elsewhere than in a 

home. 

Mr. Rothert stated that so few 
were meeting with obstacles in 

seeking and holding employment^ 

and much could be well said of 

others Then, to take up the Idea 

of an Industrial Home and carry it 
out,, Would lie a confession on our 

pail that we have failed in secular 

employment. Pacts were over- 
whelmingly against the assertion 
that such a home was needed Vol 
we might wail, until notion was call- 
ed for in thai matter 

There being no further action, 
Mr. Rotherl moved (hat the mailer 
be tabled. Passed. 

Edward B. Hillis read his paper 

on " Advice lo Young Men Seeking 
Employment." lie advised young 
men to start at the bottom instead 
of seeking a place first among the 

great, and, when employed, to be 
honest, industrious, persevering ami 
faithful in all respects, and to use 
economy and knowledge to a good 
advantage. One should start right 
and then go ahead, always prising 
a thorough knowledge of his work. 

A few years' thorough study of 
one's work would secure him a life 
time of good employment, ami 
steady promotion, and prosperity 
and happiness. 

A. II. Kolierslein spoke on the

It of I en happens that a hearing 
person on noticing how a deaf-mute

For instance there was a deaf 

couple, although they were persons 

of good character nnd pleasant dis- 
position, yet they wete unobtrusive 
while they were DOt unsociable, but 
they suffered indignities from the 
hands of their next door neighbors, 

who seemed to think that they were 
uninteresting persons, till they 
OlOVed away, and another deaf 
COUple look possession of the house, 
evidently lo the disgust of the 
neighbors referred to. Alas ! this 
COUple were more forward and they 
would not allow themselves to take 

kindly to the treatment the other 

couple had received. In time the 
new couple gaVS the neigh hots to 
understand with a Sharp hit to the 
effect that they were bound to en- 
joy the privileges the fortunate did, 
only lacking one sense, i e., loss of 
hearing, a comparatively trifling 
mattei to ourselves, and at the 
same lime they told the others that 
they wauled to show their good will 

toward all Consequently the 

neighbors treated the deaf con p'.e 
as well as could be expected of 
them, and the lady of the house 
learned the alphabet, and seemed 
to lake delight in communicating 
with them. If the other couple, 
who had ll the house, were 

more obtrusive, there would be a 

different story to tell, but as it was. 
the neighbors seemed to think that 
the deaf as a Class were devoid of 

good education and good manners, 
etc. , to use the adage "birds of a 

feather Mock toe, 

Therefore, it is my assumption 
that the deaf should take pains to 
mingle with the fortunate in order 
that they may get better opinions 

from the hearing as far as their 
social relations and dispositions arc 
concerned. 

1 often notice that the more the 
deaf take an interest in things per- 
taining to hearing, the better they 
arc appreciated, and still more if 
they participate m amusements 
under the management of the he 
log. If it be the reverse, what 
would be their opinions of the deaf, 
is another story. 1 will tell of a 

B to the contrary, where the 
sertions of a deaf mute, who was 
too ready to suspect others on slight 
evidence or to act upon wrong ap- 
prehensions, came to naught. 
Well, he had a hearing friend (who 
happened to be shy himself) who 
thought that (his deaf-mute w., 
man of odd character from the fact 



good factor in stamping the deaf- 
mutisni out of them in part, if not 
entirely. 

Ever since 1 heard of the case, 1 
often come to think of this, and I 
always opine that there are bad 
systems in vogue at institutions for 
the education of the deaf, as regards 
the neglect of instructing the deaf 
(o mingle with the fortunate, who 
would be inclined to look more 
favorably upon the deaf as a class 
Thus far it seems to me, 1 am frank 
to say that every institution in every 
State ought to formulaic a certain 
kind of system for training deaf 
pupils to better th ir table manners 
at meal times. Ves, sound lectures 
on etiquette have been and ate 
given to tin 1 pupils, to say nothing 
about table etiquette! To illustrate 
it, a deaf-mute living in a certain 
Slate visited a friend of his, also 
afflicted, who wasoharmed with his 
polished manner. When In 

down at the table, his host was dis- 
gusted at seeing his friend using 
the knife instead of the fork! 
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with the hearing and he, loo, was 
an amusing stoiy-teller. The hear 
ing people initiated him into several 
lodges, regardless of his affliction. 
Even so far in some instances, he 

took charge of the management of 

entertainments into his own hands 
through his abundance of con- 
fidence, if there were more like 
him there would not he such a sorry 
plight to tell! 

A ileal' traveller of high attain- 
ments related a case where two 
deaf moots had previously stopped 
at a hotel down south where the 
traveller happened to be. The 

proprietor of the hotel seemed to bo 
visibly and pleasantly astonished at 

noticing the good manners of his 
guest. The proprietor stated that 
he had the two deaf-mutes as his 
guests. Naturally he went where 
they weie still conversing, and he 
was trying to make himself agree- 
able in writing, and lo ! the answer 
was not what he was looking for — 
namely, the cold shoulder. Doubt- 
less he formed such an unpleasant 
opinion of them. If this traveller 
had not displayed his agreeable 
manners to the proprietOI, he would 
undoubtedly form a bad opinion of 
the deaf whenever he should see 
deaf-mutes elsewhere. 

Then* was a deaf-mute, who was 
very popular with his shopmates on 
account of his jokes. One day he 
got into a racket with his foreman, 
and left the shop. He secured an- 
other job, thereupon several of his 
mates followed him in order to keep 
their backs aching with laughter 

from his jokes. There was a rivalry 

between him and a hearing friend 
as to their popularity. 

Votes weie being taken and the 

deaf-mute, who was taking the lead, 

when the other won it through the 
free use of his money. To use the 
deaf-mutes' expression " He bought 

his own popularity.* 1 

The lather of the Venerable 

"Tom" Brown, the originator and 
first president of the Granite state 

Deaf-Mute Mission, as well as the 
New England Qallaudet Associa- 
tion, also afflicted himself, w 
remarkable man foi his wits al- 
though he was quite old when the 
school then known as the American 
Asylum — now the American School 
for the Deaf at Hartford, Conn., 
was founded. His hearing friet 

always liked to cluster around him 
and itear him crack jokes, which he 
made in a gestural way with his 
natural signs, lie was conscious of 
the necessity of an education. 

Another deaf traveller, who has 

travelled extensively, visited a day- 
school for the deaf in one of the 
Western states, ami he was struck 

with astonishment to notice that the 
deaf-mutism (which is noticeable in 
many circles) was nowhoie to be 
seen in that school. Cpon ii- 
gation, he found that many of the 
pupils went home after the school 
sessions, and, of course, they would 
be more apt to mingle with their 
fortunate friends, and by the way, 
this mode of communication 



Prom Council Blurt's, la , lo San 
Diego, Cal., is a long trip, and our 

experiences and the sights we have 
seen have been so many and varied 
that it took some lime for them to 
be analyzed, and as it were, arrang- 
ed and assorted in our minds. 

Our first stop was at Denver, and 
wo wore surprised at the si/.e and 
metropolitan appearance of Htat 

city. Brown's Palace Hotel is one

The stage dri\ 
made some of the most delicious 
coffee we ever tasted. We all had 
lunch with us, to which we did full 

justice, as our appetites were sharp- 
ened by the morning's ride through 
the crisp mountain air. I, who 
never take a second cup of coffee, 
could not resist a second ill aught 
of the driver's delicious beverage. 
And as I drank it, my thoughts 
wandered to the days of the I'orty- 

niners and the discovery of gold. 

Perhaps on that very spot have 
been camps of gold seekers. There 
were the mountains all around, the 
roads winding up and down, the 
gulches and valleys, and here and 
there a lonely cabin, and close by 
the stage coach, all making a pic- 
ture such as Bret Haiti* !, 
paint in his stories of mountain life. 
We had a pleasant visit at Escon- 
dido. One day we diove out to the 
San Luis Key 'Mission, which d.i 
from 1798. It is built of adobe, 
ami a pari is in inins. The church, 

however, is carefully preserved by 

a band of monks of the Order of St. 
Francis. One of these, who wort 
gown of coarse broadcloth, showed 
us through the church and church 
yard. 

On the way back a stop was made 
to visit an old Spanish house and 
ranch. This was most fascinating
